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EDITORIAL THOUGHTS 


Poor Policy, At Best 


The Selectmen have approved a garbage collection con- 
tract with Albert Fiorante of Methuen. He will be paid 
$25,000 for each 12-month period, for three years. 

But this was not his actual competitive bid — he re- 
duced his original figure by $500 annually, under negotia- 
tion with the town manager. Had he not done this, the bid 
would have exceeded the appropriated sum, and thus 


would have been refused. 


We believe it is a dubious practice to negotiate with 
bidders, even though it may be perfectly legal. 

There possibly was good reason to do so — the town 
fathers prefer the type of truck the Methuen man will use. 
One other bidder, using an enclosed dump truck, was way 
low on his competitive bid ~ $21,500 for the 12-month 
period. However, the packer type of body was thought 
preferable, even though it means spending more money. 

Despite the reasons, it seems to us that negotiation of 
prices, after competitive bids have been received, tends 
to decrease the importance of calling for bids. While 


legal, it is unwise. 


Far better to call for new bids, trusting that the in- 
telligence of the bidders would cause them to submit 
prices, the second time, that were more realistic. That, at 
least, would preserve the competitive nature of the 


bidding. 


Any time when officials negotiate, even slightly, with 
bidders, the door is opened to future excessive negotia- 
tions. And this is not in the public interest. 


Some Work 


We have indicated, during the past two weeks, no little 
concern over the condition of Lovejoy rd., particularly in 
reference to the safety of children walking along the road 


to school each day. 


We have been worried, because the town manager stated 
flatly that there was no plan to do any work on the sec- 
tion from Lowell st. to the school, despite its condition. 

We find now, however, that some repaving of the street 
will be done. This is specified in contracts awarded by 
the manager to the contractor who dug up the road to 
install water mains, and was included in the specifica- 
tions sent out by the town manager. 

Thus, while the condition of the road will not be 
entirely satisfactory, it probably will be far better than 


it is at the moment. 


New Town Hall Anyway 
Voters in the community, when they are faced with 
casting their ayes and nays on Urban Renewal, will not 
be escaping their responsibility for the construction of a 
new town hall and police station, whichever way they 


vote. 


It has become abundantly clear, from statements made 
by the town manager and other officials, that the present 
structure is on the way out, regardless of Urban Renewal. 

Further emphasis was placed on this probability Monday 
night, when Town Manager Thomas E. Duff stressed the 
complete inadequacy of the existing quarters. He called 
the police station facilities ‘‘a disgrace’’ for a town this 
size, and emphatically pointed out that these conditions 


must be remedied. 


Thus it looks as though we will be facing a major 


construction project — building a new town hall and 
police station — whatever is done about the Renewal 
plans.

Safety Measures 
In A Hurricane 


The Weather Bureau has issued 
a bulletin listing safety precau- 
tions during hurricanes. 

Based on the Bureau's analysis 
of storm frequency, September is 
the month when most storms of 
that intensity occur. 

Although there has not been a 
single report yet this month, 
August normally is the second- 
busiest month. A tabulation cover- 
ing 73 years shows that September 
has produced 126 hurricanes, 
August has 99, 23 have occurred 
in July and 65 have taken place 
during October. June has 17 to 
its credit, and November has 11. 

The following safety measures 
are recommended by the Weather 
Bureau, for use after a hurricane 
warning is received: 

Keep your radio or television 
on and listen for latest Weather 
Bureau warnings and advisories. 
If power fails use your car radio 
or a portable battery set. 

Pay no attention to rumors. 

Get away from low-lying beaches 
or other locations which may be 
swept by high tides or storm 
waves. If passage to high ground 
is over a road likely to be under 
water, leave early! Don’t run the 
risk of being marooned. The same 
applies to dwellings in the vicinity 
of streams which may overflow. 

If your house is out of danger 
from high tides or streams and 
is well built, then it is probably 
the safest place to weather the 
storm. 


Be alert for high water in any 
areas where streams or rivers 
may flood after heavy rains. Hur- 
ricanes are almost always accom- 
panied by torrential rains. 

Board up, put onstormshutters, 
tape or otherwise protect windows. 
Danger to small windows is chiefly 
from flying debris while larger 
windows may be broken by wind 
pressure if unprotected. 

Get in extra food, especially 
items which can be eaten without 
cooking or with very little prepara- 
tion. Remember that electric 
power may be off and you may be 
without refrigeration. 

If emergency cooking facilities 
are necessary, be sure that they 
are in working order. 

Sterilize jugs, bottles, cooking 
utensilS, and fill with drinking 
water, as municipal water service 
may be interrupted. 

Have flashlight and/or other 
emergency lights in working order 
and keep them immediately avail- 
able.

Essex St. Is 
Common Problem 


Essex st. seems to bea problem 
child to consultants, with only one 
idea in common - change its direc~ 
tion somehow. 

The Planning Boardconsultants, 
in viewing the entire up-town area, 
suggest placing a new Essex st. on 
the north side of the Library, 
where the gas station now is, and 
connecting it to Elm st. at a right 
angle. 

The Co-Op’s consultants curve 
Essex st. to the right, entering 
into Central st. about 200 feet 
below the present junction in front 
of the Library.

That’s the bright forecast of 
the National Planning and Re- 
search Inec., consultants to the 
Andover Consumers Co-Opera- 
tive, as they look at proposed 
Urban Renewal plans. 

The firm, in its newly-issued 
report, predicts the street-length 
increase in business will follow 
the addition of ‘thigh fashion’’ 
stores, bringing an added 
$4,000,000 to the retail sales. 

In a quick look through the 
report, which is presently being 
studied by directors of the Co-Op 
and interested citizens, the follow- 
ing statistics are made clear: 

The population of the Andover 
trading area has increased by 
one-quarter since 1950, but over 
20 million dollars of its families 
purchases were made outside the 
area. 

Nearly three million dollars is 
spent outside the area by Andover 
families. 

The trading area, in 1970, will 
be one-third larger than it was 
in 1960; a 40 percent increase 
will be recorded in Andover itself. 

To keep money at home, added 
floor space - about 50,000 square 
feet - is needed for selling fashion 
goods. Less expansion is seen in 
the sale of food, drugs and 
services. 

Backing up the statement are 
these figures: total Andover family 
expenditures for food, eating and 
drinking are pegged at $7,630,000, 
and $7,250,000 of this amount is 
spent in the town. But only 
$3,500,000 is spent here by local 
families for fashion goods - but 
these families actually spend 


| as many as 24,500, for a 43 percent 
| growth since 1960, or a low of

$6,230, 000. 

Adding to the impressive statis~- 
tics is the comment that Andover 
has an average income of $9,150 = 
compared to the average income 
in the Andover trading area of 
$6,945. 

The largest percentage of An- 
dover families - 31.4 percent ~ 
is in the $6-9,000 bracket, 26.1 
percent earn $9-15,000; 11.8 per- 
cent are over the $15,000 level; 


19.6 are between $4, 000 and $6,000; 
and 11.2 percent earn less than 
$4,000. 

The population projections for 
the town itself show: 19,250 in 
1965, from the present estimate 
17,950; in 1970, the town may have 


20,000, representing an increase 


| of 16.7 percent. 


Throughout the report, statistics 
on the trading area and the town 
itself indicate rapid growth. 

Also included in the report are 
recommendations on the place- 
ment of buildings, retention of 
others, layout of streets and other 
details.
